T h e re w as a blow on the lefi 
tem ple, w hich fractured the hone into 
m any pieces ; the bridge of the nose 
was badly fractured ; there was a wound 
on the lower m argin and front of the 
chin, one and a half inch in length, and 
a fracture of the bone at this part. 
T h e re 
was a gun shot w ound in the fore and 
right arm ; the ball en tered at the end 
ol the outside bone of the arm, at the 
wrist, taking an oblique diieclion up­ 
wards, and passing out four inches above 
its entrance, on the top o f th© ann ; the 
ball did not en ter his head. 
N o other 
wounds w ere discovered. 


It is evident that the m urder was not 
consum m ated without a severe struggle. 
M r. S prague w as an uncommonly stout 
and athletic m an, and of determ ined 
peisonal c o u ra g e.

indicated that there m ight have been two 
assailants. 
T h e pistol which was found 
was not d isch arg ed ,alth o u g h the percu s­ 
sion cap had b een exploded.

it, was found n ea r the fatal spot , and the 
marks ol blood w ere visible for a distance 
of seventy-five feet.

the assassins, or one of them, fired at
